THE PLACE OF MEETING. 
C h icag o , June 2J.—The Exhibition build­ 
ing, in which the National Republican Con­ 
vention is being held, presents a scene of 
striking interest. 
The platform occupies the 
south side, right under it being a section ar­ 
ranged for the committeemen, guests, re­ 
porters and correspondents, who are here by 
hundreds. The roof and sides and every 
available point of the building are handsome­ 
ly decorated. 
At the extreme north end is 
a large picture of Abraham Lincoln. 
In the 
center of the canvas is a strip hearing the 
celebrated motto—“ And that government 
of the people, by the people and for the 
people, shall not perish from the face of the 
earth.” 
A t 12:30 the delegates are generally in 
their seats, but the galleries are tilling slowly. 
CALLED TO ORDER. 
C h icag o , .Tune 21.—A t five minutes after 
1 the Chairman of the National llepublican 
Committee called the Convention to order, 
and called on Itev. Dr. Kittredge, of Chicago, 
who opened the proceedings with prayer. 
A t the request of Cameron, Secretary 
Keogh read the call for the Convention. 
CAMERON 
SPEAKS — TEMPORARY 
CHAIRMAN. 
Cameron briefly addressed the Convention, 
referring to the bitterness, which he hoped 
would now disappear in a desire and deter­ 
mination to put in nomination for President 
the strongest candidate, and one who would 
command the respect of the civilized world. 
He counseled harmonious and united action. 
In conclusion, he announced that he had 
been instructed by the National Committee 
to put in nomination for temporary Chair­ 
man Hon. George F. Hoar, of Massachu­ 
setts. 
[Applause.] 
The nomination was uuanimously ratified. 
Davis of Texa», Erye of Maine and Iiaum 
of Illinois were appointed a committee to 
conduct Hoar to the chair. 


hoar’s speec h. 
Hoar, on taking the platform, addressed the 
Convention at some length. He arraigned the 
Democratic party furall the political sins com­ 
mitted by it, and said that that party con­ 
fronted the Republican party to-day un­ 
changed in purpose, in temper or in charac­ 
ter, and united in nothing else—proposing no 
other measure of policy—than war on the safe­ 
guards which the nation had thrown around 
the purity of elections. I t saw nothing of 
evil except that a freeman 
should cast 
a free 
vote 
under 
the 
protection of 
the 
nation. ’ [Applause. ] 
In 
Louisiana 
and Mississippi it was the accomplice of the 
W hite Iwague and the Ku-klux. In South 
Carolina it took the honest ballot from the 
box and stuffed tissue ballots in their place. 
In New York it issued fraudulent naturaliza­ 
tion papers, IK),000 in number. 
In Maine 
its ambitious larcenists tried to steal the 
whole State government, and in Delaware it 
stood an accomplice by the whipping-post. 
The Republican party had no such miserable 
history. 
It told of a rebellion edbdued, of 
slaves freed, of great public works con­ 
structed, 
of debt diminished, 
of 
sound 
currency restored, of a flag floating every­ 
where, honored and respected. 
The key­ 
note 
of 
every Republican platform is 
the principle of every Republican, that the 
Union was founded in respect for the dignity 
of the individual man. Until the pervading 
principle of the Republic, from Canada to 
the Gulf, from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
was acknowledged, the Republican mission 
was not ended. 
The Republican party lived 
by faith that every man within the borders 
of the republic might dwell secure in a happy 
home, might cast his equal vote and have it 
counted, and might send his children at the 
public charge to a free school. 
Until these 
things came to pass the mission of the Re­ 
publican party was not accomplished, nor its 
ccnflict with its ancient adversary ended. 
[Applause.] 
In conclusion, Hoar said he 
would discharge his duties as Chairman fairly 
and without respect to persons.

I know of no reason at all for its 
omission, and therefore I move that the Ter­ 
ritory be called.” 
Chair—The Chair will direct the Territory 
to be called as of course, unless some objec­ 
tion be made. 
Conkling of New York (emphatically)— 
There is objection, Mr. President. 
[Tre­ 
mendous »pplau8c. ] 
Chair—Mr. Frye of Maine moved that the 
Territory of U tah be called. 
W hat is the 
objection ? 
Conkling—Mr. President, I rise to a ques­ 
tion of order. 
Chair—The gentleman will state the [joint 
of order. 
Mr. Conkling—It is th is: The National 
Committee, through its proper organ, pre­ 
pared and presented a roll on which, as I am 
informed, the State of Louisiana for one wa3 
omitted. [A hiss.] The Territory of Utah, 
because of a contest, was omitted. 
The res­ 
olution under which the Convention has 
acted was based on that roll, and it has been 
called, aud I submit that it is not in order, 
after the execution nf that resolution, to 
move either that Utah or Louisiana, or any 
other State or Territory omitted, now be 


placed upon the roll. 
I have no right Mr. 
President, to speak of the merits, but when­ 
ever the motion in respect to U tah is in or­ 
der I beg to be heard on the* merits of that 
controversy. 
[Applause.] 
Chair—The Chair is of opinion that the 
roll referred to in the resolution, which has 
been adopted by the Convention, is the roll 
prepared by the National Committee, and 
that the order of the Convention en.braced 
in that resolution has been executed. The 
Chair cannot holJ, as a matter of order, that 
it is out of order to move now to call another 
Territory or State. 
[Loud applause and 
yells.] 
Conkling—I will inquire of the Chair 
whether it is in order for me to move to 
amend the motion by adding as well the State 
of Louisiana. 
Chair—Undoubtedly. 
Conkling—I do not make that motion, nor 
do I appeal from the decision of the Chair, 
but with great respect to the Chair I beg to 
say that like many delegates around me, we 
understood the meaning of the resolutions of 
the gentleman from Maine that the Conven­ 
tion and all concerned were to stand to and 
abide by the agreed, on roll. 
Frye—Being a member of the National 
Committee, and having taken part in all the 
proceedings of that committee since we have 
been in session in this city, I desire to say to 
the Convention and to the gentleman from 
New York, that it was agreed by that com­ 
mittee that Utah should be put on the roll 
[greatapplause], and I desire to say further 
that the Secretary of the National Commit­ 
tee, standing right by me here, says he left 
out Utah by mistake. 
[Great applause.] 
Now, sir, 1 take it that a Convention of Re­ 
publicans are willing to rectify a mistake 
made by the Secretary. 
[Great applause.] 
Conkling—I regret that the honorable Sen­ 
ator, the honorable gentleman from Maine, 
who is so able to make us all hear, should 
have made a motion utterly misleading', if 
what he now says hr true, and I do not doubt 
that it is. 
Had that gentleman stated that 
there was a mistake in making up the roll, 
he would have heard no more from me. 
[Applause.] And, Dir. President, iu that 
event the Convention should have heard no 
motion from him, because all that was neces­ 
sary to obtain a unanimous consent in this 
Convention was to say that an error had 
been committed, and everybody would be for 
the rectification of that error. 
[Applause.] 
Now, Mr. Chairmar, I beg to say that upon 
the simple statement of the gentleman from 
Maine that an error has been committed, if 
he does not have unanimous consent, without 
a uiotion to correct it, it shall not be liecause 
I object.

Contests were also notified in Pennsylvania 
and Utah—the latter by Conkling of New 
York, by request. 
THE VETERAN ASSOCIATION ADMITTED. 
Logan of Illinois moved that instructions 
he given to the committee on tickets ol ad­ 
mission to the Convention to issue 500 tickets 
daily to the Veteran Association ; that justice 
had been done to the Veterans by every other 
National Republican Convention, and why 
should it not he done now and here? [Ap­ 
plause. | There were veteran soldiers sup­ 
porting each of the Presidential candidates, 
so that there was no particular move in his 
moti'in. 
He himself had to enter the build­ 
ing this morning without a ticket, be­ 
cause he could not get a ticket from the 
National Committee. 
lie was here, and he 
wanted to see the Veterans also admitted— 
not to make a noise or to cheer for any man. 
hut to look upon the Convention which had 
to nominate the man for whom they would 
have to vote. 
[Loud cheers.] 
Kilpatrick of New Jersey seconded the 
resolution with all his heart.

ANOTHER HEAVY DLOW TO 
GRANT’S PROS­ 
PECTS. 
C h ica g o , June 2d.—The organization of 
the standing committees to-day indicates 
clearly that Blaine’s friends have control of 
that on credentials, and that Blaine and 
Sherman will control the Committee on Rules 
and Order of Business. This is another heavy 
blow to Grant’s prospects. 
His managers, 
however, are smuggling to keep their forces 


together, their plan being to tire out Blaine’s 
adherents, in the hope of causing them to 
break iu such a manner as to give the Grant 
men the power to control the nomination of 
a compromise candidate; bnt as Blaine's 
friends are by far the most earnest and en­ 
thusiastic of all the factious, the Grant tail 
is not likely to succeed in wagging the Blaine 
dog. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Some shrewd calculators to-night estimate 
Blaine's strength at over 300 votes on the 
first or second ballot, while Grant's, according 
to present appearances, cannot he much 
larger ou the first, and is likely to lie consid­ 
erable less on the second ballot. 
Pixley, aa Chairman of the consolidated 
Pacific coast delegation, is tuking an active 
part in the proceedings, and the Credentials 
Committee have accepted his invitation to 
meet in the spacious California headquarters. 
Exciting scenes are expected to-morrow 
when the committees report; but the Blaine 
men, while very firm, are conciliatory at all 
points, as if calmly confident of theii own 
strength. 
There still seems to be little confidence any­ 
where that Sherman or Edmunds can draw 
materially from the two leading candidates. 
There continues to be much leaning towards 
Washburne as the possible “ dark horse,” 
and some quiet work in some directions is 
doing for Garfield. 
The Edmunds men are courting the Wash - 
burue sentiments by suggesting the latter for 
the second place on the ticket with their own 
favorite. 
Frederick Billings is to put E imunds in 
nomination. 
COMMITTEES ON CREDENTIALS AND RESOLU­ 
TIONS. 
C h icag o , Juno 2d.—After the adjournment 
of the Convention the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials met and organized. 
Greene B. 
Itavm, of Illinois, nominated for Chairman 
of the committee Mr. Tracy, of New York, 
and Wm. E. Chandler nominated Onier B. 
Conger, of Michigan. Congressman Conger 
was chosen by a large majority.

NOIS CONTEST. 
C h ica g o , Jnne 2d.—Rumor says the can­ 
vass of tha Credentials Committee shows 
that they stand twenty-nine for admitting 
most of the anti-Grant contestants from Illi­ 
nois. 
REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 
C h icag o , June 2d.—A t 11 o’clock to-night 
the situation is as follows : The Committee 
on Credentials is still in session, and promises 
to hold an all-night session. 
They have thus 
far decided only one case, which was that of 
Rapier (anti-Grant), from the Fourth Ala­ 
bama District. 
It was decided by a vote of 
31 to 12 to report in favor of admitting 
Rapier. This was the only test vote in the 
committee, except that upon which CoDger 
was made Chairman, being 29 to 11. The 
committee briefly considered the cases of 
Smith and W arner of Alabama (contested), 
hut they were passed for the time, and the 
Illinois case was taken up, Kirkhams pre­ 
senting it. This case will probably occupy 
the greater part ot the session. 
The Committee on Permanent Organiza­ 
tion, by a practically solid vote, decided to 
continue the temporary officers as perma­ 
nent. 
There was a general agreement that 
Judge Hoar would be most satisfactory in 
that position to all parties. 
There was a long meeting to-night of the 
G rant delegates and some other delegates, iu 
all about 397. No definite information is re­ 
ceived from them, but the general impression 
is that they decided to stand by Grant, and 
that the speeches were in favor of a strong 
support of that candidate. 
The Grant men to-night claim over 300 on 
the first ballot, while their antagonists believe 
that he will fall below 290. This estimate is 
based on the belief that most of the anti­ 
Grant contests will be admitted, and it is 
certain that the Committee on Credentials 
will report in favor of the admission of the 
Illinois delegation. 
From conversations with 
members of the committee, it is quite evi­ 
dent that the purpose is to take such action. 
The Blain? men also claim over 300 on the 
first ballot. 
Edmunds appears to be growing slowly, 
and his friends now claim 50 votes on the 
first ballot for him. 
It is reported on good authority that 
Chairman Cessua, of the Pennsylvania dele­ 
gation, visited the Indiana headquarters, 
and on his own responsibility, hut claiming 
to represent most of his delegation, offered 
to turn the vote of Pennsylvania over in 
support of a ticket composed of Edmunds 
and.Harrison. 
The Indiana delegation did 
not discuss the matter seriously, as Harrison 
is said to object to the plan. 
Sherman’s friends present an unbroken 
front, and claim their candidate will receive 
over 109 on the first ballot, End that when 
the break comes lie will be a geneial fa­ 
vorite. 
The Kentucky delegation held [a caucus 
to-day, and reaffirmed the resolution of their 
State Convention, which instructs them to 
vote as a unit. 
E. C. Hubbard, of the del- 
gation, states that notwithstanding this action 
four of the delegates will disregard the in­ 
structions. 
, 
THF. OREGON CASE. 
C h icag o , June 2d.—The Committee on 
Credentials to-night first considered the Ore­ 
gon case. 
Mitchell announced that he ap­ 
peared as proxy for .T. M. McCall. 
No 
alternates were elected at the Oregon Con­ 
vention, and he therefore made two proposi­ 
tions. 
First, that he would act for McCall, 
and second, that Edward Northrup be sub­ 
stituted for himself, provided that gentleman 
is selected, by the delegation from his State. 
George H. Williams and Edward Northrup 
were authorized to vote for those absent. 
The former was a substitute for Mr. McCall. 
TEST OF STRENGTH. 
C h icag o , .Tune 2d.—The first vote in the 
Committee on Credentials to-night was taken 
in the case of Rapier, contestant from the 
Fourth District of Alabama. 
It was a fair 
test of the relative strength of the Graut and 
anti-Grant men in said committee, and showed 
31 anti-Grant to 12 Grant. All the Pacific 
States and Territories and Dakota and Utah 
voted with the majority, and Colorado with 
the minority.

W a s h in g to n , June 2d.—The interest felt 
among the Republicans at the capital in the 
proceedings at Chicago was very intense to­ 
day. Senator Conkling’» imperious remarks 
to the New York delegates at their J.eeting 
yesterday, and his announcement that lie will 
cast the vote of New York as a unit, caused 
much comment. The agreement of yester­ 
day between the friends ami opponents of 
Grant relative to the teirq>oi-ary organization 
of the Convention is not regarded as an end­ 
ing of hostilities, but simply as a lull in the 
storm, which w ill probably hteak out afresh 
and with increased fury when the instructed 
delegations from New York, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois cast their votes.

as Temporary Chairman. 
On the call of 
states for the appointment of committees 
the name of Utah was omitted. 
Frye of 
Maine called attention to this, and moved 
that Utah lie called. 
Conkliug objected, 
l>nt on being informed that the admission 
of the Utah delegation had heen conceded 
by Camcrou, Logan & Co., and that the 
omission to call the Territory had been 
merely an error of the Secretary, he w ith­ 
drew his objection. 
The Committees on 
Credentials, Order of Business, Permanent 
Organization, 
etc., 
having been Idled, 
on motion of Colliding the Convention 
adjourned to this morning. 
The adjourn­ 
ment 
may 
be 
regarded 
as 
a 
point 
made 
by 
the 
Grant 
men, 
though 
it 
is difficult to perceive w hat they have 
to gain by such a step. 
The fact that 
the motion w as not seriously opposed 
would seem to indicate either that the anti- 
Crant forces 
were 
taken l>y surprise, 
or that they saw no reason for resisting 
it. The Committees on Credentials, Perma­ 
nent Organization, and Order of Business 
and I!' solutions, could scarcely in any event 
have completed their labors in time to 
allow of another session of the Conven­ 
tion yesterday, and therefore the adjourn­ 
ment was really but a recognition of the 
necessities of the situation. 
The commit­ 
tees may disagree on certain points, thus 
prolonging their session, luit the Conven­ 
tion must itself determine every question 
in the end, and therefore the actual strug­ 
gle will Lave to be made in full session, no 
matter what influences have been brought 
to bear upon the conclusion» of the com­ 
mittees. 
So far, therefore, the situation 
cannot lie said to have undergone any 
positive change. 
The anti-Grant men have 
secured the preliminary organization, and 
have thus 
rendered impracticable 
any 
sharp practice on the part of their op­ 
ponents. but that is all. 
The unit rule 
w ill probably not be proposed, or if it is 
proposed, will probably be rejected. 
The 
Grant men claim to be able to nominate 
their candidate without its aid, but such 
a claim necessarily involves thtrassumption 
that they w ill receive accessions from del­ 
egations now counted as against them, and 
it is obvious that no reliable estimate can 
be based 
u|>on- such ioosc talk. 
It is 
tolerably t- tain that if the nomination of 
Crant appears hopeless, Conkling, Logan 
and Cameron w ill attem pt to carry over 
his whole strength to Rdmnnds or Wasli- 
burue, or anybody who can beat Blaine. 
W hetl er they can bold <he Grant vote to­ 
gether for any man but Grant, is, however, 
extrem ely doubtful. 
If they can, Biaiuc 
may lie beaten by these la,ties, as ho wpax 
beaten in IN 76. 
I f they cannot, the Grant 
vote will dissolve, ami it would be useless 
lu attem pt to follow it. 
As nearly as can 
be azcertaiued. Grant's strength ranges be­ 
tween J97 and .‘>16, and it is most proliable 
liraeea every avail­ 
able vote. 
This is a long way fu.m .'>79, 
and unless a stampede occurs, such as has 
sometimes upset all calculations, we can­ 
not see where ho is to get the remaining 
votes. 
It is noticeable that the Grant 
managers have begun to speak of the j»vs- 
sibility of failing to secure the nomination 
on the first vote. 
This is significant, and 
may be regarded as in some degree justify­ 
ing the confidence their opponents profess. 
Unless 
somo serious difficulties should 
grow out of the reports of the committees 
we think a ballot may be reached this aft­ 
ernoon.

SUSPICIOUS 
STORY. 


There is a suspicious flavor about the 
dispatch 
from 
Texas, of 
a man who 
w ent to iodge at a roadside house, was 
mused in the night by cries of murder, 
saw two men stooping over the body of 
bis hostess cutting her throat, fired at and 
killed them both, and subsequent!}'discov­ 
ered that they were two of her neighbors 
■» 
O 
who had learned that money was in the 
house. 
This story may be true, but it has 
a remarkable resemblance to one which has 
been going the rounds of the pres3 with 
variations for many years, and the original 
of which may be traced back ns far as the 
(r't sta fíom atiorum , and probably from there 
to Hindoo fiction of the earliest type. 
The general outline of (he story has doue 
duty for a great number of blood-curdling 
,-ensations, and it l*a3 been repeatedly 
seized upon and localized by reporters 
in quest of pabulum. 
No doubt the par­ 
ticular events recounted in this instance 
may have occurred as stated, but we con­ 
fess that we entertain grave doubts as to 


the matter. 


The result of the Coroner’s inquest upon 
the deaths caused by the late accident on 
the South Pacific Coast Railroad is a ver­ 
dict to the effect that nobody is to blame 
in any way. 
It would have been as sat­ 
isfactory bad the jury brought in a verdict 
of “ Died by the visitation of God. ’ 
The 
general futility of such inquiries ha3 been 
established by an unbroken chain of evi­ 
dence extending back to the middle ages 
almost, hut though it is a standing article 
of faith that Coroners’ inquests never do 
any good unless by accident, it never oc­ 
curs to auy one that a change in the sys­ 
tem might be advantageous. 
There can 
be no question that the existing mode of 
appointing or electing Coroners is irra­ 
tional. 
It is self-evident that no person 
ought to fill such an office who has not 
special qualifications for it. 
A Coroner 
should be acquainted with medicine and 
medical jurisprudence, at least, atid he 
should also be a man of enough energy 
and intelligence to conduct difficult and 
important inquiries sagaciously. 
In such 
a case as that uuder discussion it is 
obvious 
that 
the 
Coroner's 
inquest 
ought to have been able to make valuable 
suggestions, even if it could not fix blame 
upon anyone. 
The evidence which has 
been published shows that the disaster was 
not produced by mysterious causes. 
It 
resulted from defects or neglects, or both, 
and therefore those who were responsible 
for either should have been rebuked, or at 
least the conclusions which the inquiry 
warranted should have heen set forth in 
the verdict. 
The only practical good 
which can result from such investigations is 
the discovery of means whereby similar 
disasters may he avoided, but the Santa 
Cruz jury offers no suggestions of this 
kind, and dismisses the case in a helpless 
and purposeless way. 
W e have already 
intimated a doubt as to the safety of 
travel upou narrow-gauge railroads where 
the 
curves 
are sharp 
and 
frequent. 
This 
is 
a 
question 
which 
ought 
to 
have 
been examined 
carefully by the 
jury, 
for 
it 
is 
a 
vital 
one 
to 
the 
traveling public. 
It is extrem ely neces­ 
sary, for the interest of railroad managers 
as well as for the protection of the public, 
that all doubts about a point like this 
should be cleared away ; but the late Cor­ 
oner’s jury lias done nothing toward de­ 
termining the matter. 
W hat made the 
cars leave the track ? is another question 
which ought to have been answered, but 
was not. 
There are a dozen people killed 
and tw enty or thirty wounded, and after 
a protracted inquiry into the whole affair 
the public kuow no more than when the 
accident 
happened. 
In 
Turkey they 
would not have taken the trouble to hold 
an inquest, but would have resigned them ­ 
selves to the event as inevitable. 
W e 
pretend to proceed more rationally, but we 
do not, after all, reach any more satisfac­ 
tory conclusions. 


In fact nothing has been developed 
which gives any guarantee against the 
repetition of just this accident to-morrow. 
It m aybe that the curve at the fatal point 
is too sharp, or that the outer rail was not 
raised sufficiently, or that the waut of air 
brakes caused the train to attain a danger­ 
ous speed, or that the narrowness of the 
gauge made the cars unstable. 
Each and 
every one of these defects could be reme­ 
died without trouble or difficulty, but the 
Coroner’s jury has come to no conclusi. i 
suggestive of any reforms or improvements, 
and therefore it is not to he supposed that 
the railroad company w ill put itself to un­ 
necessary expense in the premises. 
It is 
true that the question of the instability of 
narrow-gauge cars of the kind used on 
this 
occasion 
may involve 
the whole 
problem of narrow-gauge railroads, and 
for that reason the Coroner’s jury might 
have heen reluctant to touch it. 
This, 
however, is precisely one of the questions 
which require to be solved in the interest 
of the public, and therefore a popular in­ 
quest ought not to have neglected it. 
It 
may be doubted whether any inquiry into 
a disaster of equal magnitude lias ever had 
a lamer or more impotent ending than 
this one, in fact. 
There seems to have 
been no lack of suggestive evidence. 
It 
appears to have been believed by some 
employes of the railroad that the par­ 
ticular spot where the accideut occurred 
w as dangerous. 
W hy was not that line 
of inquiry followed up? 
A skillful and 
energetic Coroner would have found no 
difficulty in getting together enough clues 
to afford the foundation for a rational 
theory of the whole ease, but nothing of 
that kind seems to have been thought of. 
Some 
show 
of 
energy 
was 
made 
in 
bringing 
forward 
witnesses, 
but 
after 
tlieir 
testim ony 
had 
been 
taken 
no­ 
body 
appeared 
to 
know, what use to 
of it, ami eventually no use was 
of it. 
All these people have been 
alt these other people have been 
wounded, ail this suffering has been caused, 
and the public are told solemnly that no 
blame attaches to anyone -. which i s equiv­ 
alent to saying that the accident could not 
have been avoided; 
which if it means 
anything means that such occurrences are 
inseparable from the running of narrow- 
gauge railroads. 
It is an extrem ely unsat­ 
isfactory termination to the inquiry, and 
the people of Santa Cruz have no reason to 
feel proud of their Coroner, though they 
themselves have shown a noble spirit of 
humanity throughout the melancholy busi­ 
ness.

REVOLT. 


A revolt has broken out against King 
Theebau, the Burmese tyrant who causes 
all the inhabitants of a town to be massa­ 
cred in order to avert the small-pox from 
his own child, and who alternates between 
drunken debauches and explosions of in­ 
sane ferocity. 
The fact that the subjects 
of such a monster have subm itted to his 
abominable rule so long without revolting 
is not creditable to their sense, though it 
must be remembered that they owe their 
tim idity and servility to centuries of op­ 
pression, and that it is therefore impossible 
for them to act as free-born men would 
under similar circumstances. 
They have, 
however, at last been goaded into insur­ 
rection, and we sincerely hope that they 
w ill keep up 
the 
revolt until 
they 
have got rid 
of 
Theebau, and taken 
order for the substitution of some respon­ 
sible human being at least. 
It is quite 
possible that Theebau’s troops w ill desert 
him if the rising proves serious, that being 
one of the contingencies which temper 
Oriental despotism. 
It is also possible 
that before deserting the}' may cut off his 
head, as a peace offering to take to the 
rebels, that being another of the afore­ 
mentioned contingencies. 
N othing that 
anybody can do to Theebau, however, will 
be resented by any civilized opinion on the 
face of the earth, but on the coutrary, 
whoever rids the world of him will be an- 
plauded.

adoption of gome plan which shall call for 
small outlay and yet be a pioper observance 
of the nation's birthday. 
The whole matter was referred to the Gen­ 
eral Celebration Committee named above, 
which was requested to meet at the Court- 
hoc ;e on Friday evening, June 4th, at 8 
o'clock, to wliicli time the meeting also ad­ 
journed.
